REPORT FROM THE SELECTMEN 


As usual, our dump is still the subject of discussion. Ray Hutchins 
represented the Town at a hearing in Concord last July which resulted in 
another extension for the use of the present dump until Aug. 1, 1981. 
Briefly, the closing of the Wentworth dump is predicated entirely by the 
actions Rumney takes in establishing their land fill operation. As usual, 
we must ask for funds necessary for the maintenance and closing of the 
present dump and for start-up operations with Rumney. 


The Town Tax Map is essentially completed except for several lots 
where determination of property boundries has proven very difficult. We 
hope to have the completed maps very soon. 


Although considerable work has been done on the Town Master Plan, 
it still is far from complete. Because the money appropriated last year for 
the preparation and printing of the Master Plan has not all been used, 
approximately $500 reverted to the general fund. You will be asked to 
reappropriate the funds again this year for the same purpose. 


Dick Messer resigned from the Planning Board last fall and Mrs. Doris 
Hillier has been appointed to the Board. Dick’s leadership will be sorely 
missed and we wish to thank him for his years of service to the Town. 


We have a report from the State Bridge Inspector indicating that many 
of the bridges in Town are in need of repair or replacement. This year the 
Dufort bridge was replaced, not because of the traffic that uses it, but 
because the State recommended that we either replace it or close it. The 
bridge work for this year has not yet been firmly decided on but the bridge 
over the South Branch of the Baker River on Rowentown Road seems the . 
most likely prospect. 


Besides building a bridge the Highway Dept. under Bob Blodgett has 
paved the TRA’s section of the South Wentworth Road. The Town truck is 
now six years old and is starting to feel weary. We expect to be asking for a 
new truck next year. 


We recently received word from Concord that our Equalized Valuation 
Ratio has dropped from 48% to 32%. This percentage is determined by 
dividing the appraised value of all lands and buildings sold during the past 
year by the actual selling price. 32% is in a range where we feel that the State 
will be looking at us with a critical eye. There are two solutions to the 
problem; have the Town reassessed by professionals or for the Selectmen to 
raise valuations. Reassessment would add an estimated $15 - 20,000 tax 
burden on the Town, therefore the Selectmen will probably be raising assess- 
ments this year to bring them more in line with selling prices. This should 
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result in little or no change in actual tax bills since an increase in assessment 
means a reduction in tax rate. You will still only be taxed for the amount it 
takes to run the Town. 

The Baker River School has presented two evenings of entertainment in 
the Town Hall which are free of charge for all Town residents. We would 
like to thank them for their excellent presentations and urge more residents 
to attend and enjoy these functions. 

Speaking of taxes, an analysis of where your tax dollar has been spent 
over the last three years provides some interesting information.

Town 20% 19% 11% 
County 6% 6% 8% 
School 74% 716% 81% 


This would indicate that taxes needed to run the town have been 
reduced while both the county and the school have been increasing their 
share. We would urge that more taxpayers attend the School Meeting, where 
over four-fifths of the tax dollars are spent.

In accordance with the authority given in the 1979 Warrant, Article 13, 
one meeting was held with abutting land owners to try and settle boundary 
lines and although much discussion ensued we arrived at no decision. It 
appears that further meetings must be held with the surveyor present in 
order that his input may be considered. 


Article 12 of the 1979 Warrant appropriated $2,000.00 for improve- 
ments to the heating system. While we received advice and estimates from 
several heating contractors no firm decision has been made. We feel that any 
major change in the system should be determined by several factors such as 
possible future uses of the building, costs, and potential effectiveness. There- 
fore we have proceeded slowly. The money has not been expended but is 
being retained for this purpose after more independent studies have been made. 


The vandalized lower entrance to the gym has been resealed with plexi- 
glass storm windows and this should also help some with the heating problem. 


We have been fortunate in receiving an anonymous donation of $1,000.00 
to be used for the good of the library in addition to appropriated monies. 
Funds from this gift have been used for clearing the land in back of the 
library, various items such as file drawers, magazine and record album racks, 

a portable coat rack and for the purchase of additional books. 


We feel that Wentworth is fortunate to have such a fine library and 
would hope that many more residents will avail themselves of its facilities. 
Please feel free to make any suggestions to us. 


The Trustees wish to express their appreciation to all those who have 
given books, gifts or have in any way contributed to the library.

Librarian’s Report 


In three trips from the Bookmobile we borrowed 4,117 books and 
records and ordered 31 on Interlibrary Loan. We remain second in the use 
of the Bookmobile in the North Country. 


Use of the library is very much on the increase even though the total 
circulation figures are down. The lower total is a reflection of two factors - 
first the lack of use by the school and second the audio-visual figure which 
now reflects only Wentworth use as opposed to previous use by residents 
of other participating towns. 


The library continues to operate the paperback swap for light fiction 
and is now using some gift paperbacks in both fiction and nonfiction to see 
if they stand up to library use. Additions this year include one hundred 
twenty books purchased, two hundred twenty-four gift books and eight 
books purchased from fines. 


Several people are donating magazines on a regular basis after they use 
them making it possible to continue to offer a wide choice of subjects. These 
gifts are much appreciated by all who use them. Longer subscriptions to take 
advantage of lower rates is also helping to keep up with rising costs.

REPORT OF THE NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL, INC. 


In Wentworth, the North Country Council has been assisting the 
Planning Board in preparing a Community Plan. This effort has consumed 
numerous volunteer and staff hours. 


North Country Council is the regional planning commission and 
economic development district serving the North Country. In 1980, North 
Country Council targeted its resources and expertise to fit the needs and 
problems of the towns and region we serve. In the community planning 
field, the Council has programmed a systematic way of handling requests 
from communities for assistance with a local community plan. By the end 
of 1981, the Council will have assisted six communities complete master 
plans. For its membership fee in the Council, a town can receive any of 
twenty-two types of assistance identified by NCC.Communities can contract 
with NCC to undertake special project programs which require a significant 
amount of time over and above the normal types of services. Sponsorship 
of the Municipal Law Lecture series and membership on the Environmental 
Law Clinic affords the Council with the opportunity to secure necessary 
legal information on behalf of the town. The Council has been active in a 
number of regional issues such as transportation, economic development, 
land use, and housing. In transportation, the Council has supported the 
restoration of rail service to the Mt. Washington Valley area and initiation 
of commuter air service in Berlin, assistance to the Whitefield Regional 
Airport, and improved highway and public transportation systems. In 
land use, the Council has published reports on the Role of Agriculture in 
the North Country, Managing Wetland, and several brief fact sheets. 


The Council has accelerated its economic development program with 
the addition of a Business Development Director who is making direct 
contact with businesses to encourage them to locate in North Country 
communities who have identified new industry as a need. NCC has prepared 
a regional industrial brochure coupled with local area fact sheets as a tool to 
encourage planned economic growth. As a result of these efforts, several 
companies have expressed an interest in locating in the region. Efforts are 
underway to establish a Revolving Loan Fund as an incentive for prospective 
industry. 


In rural development, assistance has been provided to a number of 
communities in areas such as wastewater treatment, solid waste, water 
supply improvement, and other necessary community projects. A special 
report on Rural Development is available. 
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Because of the Council’s activity in energy, the Governor’s Council on 
Energy granted NCC some funds which will enable the Council to assist three 
targeted communities to prepare a local energy plan. 


State and federal agencies and statewide groups continue to contact 
North Country Council for a North Country perspective on such varied 
issues as growth, forestry, environmental concerns, land use, and manpower 
training. For example. in June, the Council presented testimony to a 
special legislative committee on proposed changes needed in the state’s 
planning and zoning legislation. Association with these groups provides 
NCC with the opportunity to share some of the regional and local concerns 
expressed by the towns with those state and federal agencies whose decisions 
will impact on the region. The Council continues to work with other regional 
councils in New England through the efforts of its President who serves as a 
Board member of the National Association of Regional Councils. 


The efforts and accomplishments of the Council are a collection of 
the many contributions of local towns, other agencies, our fine staff, the 
Board of Directors, and the Executive Committee. We express our appre- 
ciation to the Town for its support and assistance during the year. North 
Country Council is an arm of local government in the North Country. Please 
contact us at 823-8108, if the Council can be of service to your Town.

REPORT OF MOUNT MOOSELAUKEE HEALTH CENTER 


The Center has successfully completed its first year as a Rural Health 
Clinic and is in its third year as a National Health Service Corps site. 


This certification makes it possible for the Center to apply for reim- 
bursement by Blue Cross/Blue Shield, Medicare, Medicaid and other 
insurances. 


This year the Center had 943 encounters from Warren, 524 from 
Wentworth, 159 from Rumney and 226 from other areas, making a total 
of 2,409 encounters of which 552 were non-chargeable (free clinics). 


It was necessary to charge for the flu vaccine this year so it was 
given at cost - $1.50. 


Dr. John Bentwood is medical director. He comes on two Friday 
afternoons each month to see patients by appointment. 


Two nurse clinicians worked with Miss Gage to get experience as they 
hope to earn an ARNP degree. Sally Whitcher served on Friday afternoons 
during her summer vacation from Arizona State. Linda Sampson, from 
Boston University, spent a month. Another student from Boston University 
is expected shortly. 


Some improvements have been made to the building. The back of the 
Center has been covered by vinyl siding. An air conditioner has been 
installed and some painting has been done in the reception area. The 
apartment is now the meeting place for the Board and their files are kept 
there. The auxiliary lent its tables for the room. 


Several articles have been added to the office. A surgical lamp was 
given in memory of Ralph and Mary Cotton by the American Youth 
Hostel, friends and relatives. A wall-mounted blood pressure measuring 
device was obtained, as well as an ophthalmoscope and otoscope. 


The Board has five vacancies. Anyone who is interested in becoming 
a member is urged to call anyone on the nominating committee; Thelma 
Gregoire, George Evers and Marian Whitcher. 


The officers are: President, Everett Goodwin; Vice President, Marcella 
Hoffman; Recording Secretary, Glenna Wright; and Corresponding Secretary, 
Thelma Gregoire; and Treasurer, Audrey Prouty. 


The members are: David Caverhill, Arnold Evans, Faith Mattison, 
Loralee Kennedy, Nelson Kennedy, Doris Tunnell, Ruth Von Arx, 
David Walters and Vera Whitcher.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS REPORT 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 

In an effort to communicate more directly with the taxpaying citizens 
of Grafton County, we, the Grafton County Commissioners, are writing 
to you through your individual town or municipal reports. 

Due to inflated Nursing Home expenses with somewhat reduced revenues 
and rapidly increasing costs of welfare reimbursements to the State, our 
budget year ended very close to the line, with a $3,620 surplus. Because of 
the Delegation’s decision to use a two-year surplus in one budget year to 
allow citizens a reduced county tax in FY 1980, the 1981 fiscal year budget 
resulted in a heavier tax factor making up that decrease as well as offsetting 
reduced revenues and allowing for standard budget increases. 

As with towns, the county welfare assistance programs are increasing and 
becoming more involved, especially with the current energy crunch and rapidly 
inflating economy. We also foresee a possible decrease in Federal and State 
contributions to social service programs which could have considerable 
impact on local budgets. 

The sewage disposal system has progressed slightly, with planning 
completed and ready to go out for bid. If all goes well, we may be able to 
submit a final report next year. 

The Commissioners worked closely with the Nursing Home Employee 
Council to set up a wage/benefit package more compatible to the State 
program for Glencliff employees. The Commissioners hope to work out a 
job description/wage scale plan for courthouse employees in the near future. 

Grafton County is gradually converting from a bookkeeping machine 
system to a computerized system for all county accounts. Payroll was 
converted effective January 1, 1980, and vendor payment and receipt 
programs were recently added. Patient accounts and purchase order programs 
will be added later. The system is too new for comprehensive comments, 
but we anticipate constructive changes in the overall accounting and 
reporting system.

Forest Fire Prevention: Your Business, Our Business, Good Business. 
Forest fire prevention slogans have been seen in association with Smokey 
Bear since the late nineteen forties when a national effort to check the spread 
of forest fires was implemented. 


New Hampshire residents recognized that forest fire prevention and 
suppression was the responsibility of every citizen, a half century before 
this national campaign, when our legislature established our first forest fire 
laws in 1903. Since that date, the State has appointed a town/city forest 
fire warden who is responsible for forest fire law enforcement in his 
municipality. 

All fires kindled out of doors when there is no snow on the ground 
must be approved in writing by the forest fire warden before being kindled. 
All forest fires must be suppressed by the warden and his deputies as soon 
as they are reported. The cost of fire suppression is shared jointly by the 
town/city and the State of New Hampshire, as are forest fire prevention 
and forest fire training costs. 


This state and local municipality cooperative forest fire program has 
given New Hampshire one of the best forest fire records in the United 
States.

SUPERINTENDENTS’ OFFICE REPORT 


Education is important to all of us — as parents, business leaders, and 
residents of this community. Schools help prepare young people to assume 
their share of responsibility for making our community a better place to live. 
We are proud of our schools. Working together we can ensure that our stu- 
dents receive the best possible learning opportunities. 


As we approach the decade of the 80’s, we can anticipate that more 
students will be attending schools, the level of education will be rising, people 
will be reading more books, and public schools will be providing more 
services for students. We may not be perfect, but we have experienced many 
successes. 


People today are continuing to seek more education. In 1900, 72 per- 
cent of our five through seventeen year olds were enrolled in school. However, 
only 69 percent of those enrollees were actually attending classes. By 1976, 
80 percent of our young people were enrolled, and 92 percent of that group 
was attending class. Education is appealing to a greater percentage of our 
youth. In 1900, 6 percent of the seventeen year olds were high school 
graduates. It is now an impressive 74 percent! 


According to a University of Illinois study, library usage rose 15 per- 
cent between 1968 and 1978. Even with all the outside distractions today, 
Americans are reading more, with a big assist from the schools. Today’s 
students are reading better at the 6th and 10th grades than students 30 years 
ago. Literacy, one measure of success, has consistently improved in the United 
States. In 1900, 11.3 percent of our people were functionally illiterate. 
Eighty years later, only 1.2 percent was illiterate. 


Does all this education pay off when students graduate? You bet it 
does! Education is a prime vehicle for upward mobility in our society. More 
education equals more opportunities. The achievements of public education 
benefit all of us; that’s why we all need to work together to seek even 
greater improvements. Our high standard of living did not happen by chance. 
It is the graduates of our public schools that have helped develop this high 
standard of living. 


The community’s most important natural resource is its young people. 


Working together, parents, educators, and community members can provide 
our youth with the best possible learning opportunities. 
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In conclusion, we ask you to accept your share of the responsibility 
for making education even better.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT — 1980 


Opening enrollment figures at the Wentworth Elementary School as of 
September 2, 1980, are as follows: Grade 1-6; Grade 2-5; Grade 3-9; Grade 
4-6; Grade 5-11; Grade 6-8; Grade 7-16; and Grade 8-10, for a total of 71. 
Net increase as of December 31, 1980 is one for a current enrollment of 72 
children. 


For the first time in many years, our fall staff was the same as the 
staff at the previous year’s end. Returning teachers are Mrs. Marilyn 
Cloutier, Miss Carmela Huckins, Mr. James McKee, Miss Shirley Ann Sheehan,, 
and Mr. David Hall. Teacher stability is essential to the continuity of the 
educational program, and an effort was made this year to reduce the turn- 
over that has plagued our school. 


Also returning are Food Service Director, Mrs. Susan Goodwin and Mr. 
Richard Borger, School Custodian. New faces include Miss Connie Walch, 
Speech Pathologist, and Mrs. Susan Taylor, School Nurse. Although not a 
new face to our school by any means, Mrs. Janet Downing is working in a 
new capacity this year, that of food service assistant. 


Our Special Services Program has been very productive and valuable 
this year. Thanks to the efforts of resource room teacher, Miss Carmela 
Huckins, the burden of excessive paperwork has been lifted from the class- 
room teachers’ shoulders to be borne by a specialist more familiar with the 
technical procedures and formats now required by state and federal law. 
Students in need of extra help are receiving individual or small group 
attention affording them the successes in school which should be experi- 
enced by all children. Similarly, those students remaining in the classroom 
receive more attention appropriate for the development of individual 
potential. 


The Wentworth curriculum continues to stress the basics. Efforts are 
being made to enhance the learning environment through classroom activi- 
ties in art, music, physical education, and drama. The absence of trained 
personnel in these areas, however, particularly after the loss of our music 
and art programs, the economic restraints involving field trips and/or 
importing professional artisans for worthwhile experiences to supplement 
and stimulate educational and social development, has compounded our 
sense of isolation. Faced with legitimate financial restrictions, we are 
somewhat frustrated in our attempts to rectify this situation. 


Wentworth students continue their enthusiastic participation in the 
inter-school sports program which includes fall football and volleyball, 
winter basketball (for girls and boys), and spring softball and baseball. 
Other student activities included winter intramurals and our Christmas 
Program. 
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1980 was a very productive year. Students continue to mature steadily, 
learning greater respect for property, others, themselves, their country, and 
the educational process. We will continue to improve upon the student’s 
strengths in an effort to nurture the well-rounded citizen most valuable to 
our society and to her/himself.

EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY FOR 1979-1980 


Chapter 189, Section 58 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the 
total amount paid to the Superintendent of Schools as per the following 
quotation: “Reports. Each superintendent of a School Administrative 
Unit shall annually prepare a report of the total salary paid to the super- 
intendent, showing in detail the amount paid by the state and each local 
school district and their share of same. . .Said report shall be included 
in the annual report of the respective school district as a separate entry. 
A like report and entry shall be made for each assistant superintendent, 
teacher consultant, and business administrator, if any is in service in the 
unit.”’ 


One-half of the School Administrative Unit expenses is prorated among 
the several school districts of the unit on the basis of adjusted valuations. 
One-half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school 
for the previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $27,500 
which was received by the Superintendent of Schools of School Admini- 
strative Unit #48 during 1979-1980 was made up as follows: $2,500 
paid by the State of New Hampshire and $25,000 was prorated among 
the school districts comprising the School Administrative Unit. Allowance 
for $1,200 travel within the Unit was also prorated as stated above. 


The salary of the Assistant Superintendent during 1979-1980 was made 
up as follows: $2,390 paid by the State of New Hampshire and $22,110 
was prorated as stated above. Allowance for $1,800 travel within the Unit 
was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.
